Remember God is the fountain of all 
good: whatever comes from him will lead 
to him. His blessing is on his own pro- 
ductions, and his curse on every thing be- 
sides. Son of Man, saith the Lord, re- 
ceive the word at my mouth, and warn them 
from me. Deeply consider that, to be 
successful in bringing souls to God, you 
must bring the spirit of the gospel into the 
work of the ministry.—In order to do 
this ; see that you retain a clear sense of 
God’s mercy to your own soul, and of your 
call to the work; and while you feel his 
love in your heart, it will not only sup- 
port you in alltrials and difficulties, but 
will induce you cheerfully to spend and 
be spent, for the salvation of those for 
whom Christ has died. 

2. You preach not merely to explain 
God’s word, but to save souls: whenev- 
er you forget this, you gu astray. —Now, 
as no man can see the worth of the salva- 
tion which God has provided for him, till

1. Be diligent :—never be unemployed 
4 moment :—never be ¢riflingly employ- 
ed:—never while away time :—neither 
spend any more time at any place than is 


strictly necessary. 
2. Be serious. Let your motto he, 


Holiness to the Lord. Avoid all lightness, 
jesting, and foolish talking. . 

“3 Converse sparingly and cautiously 
with women ; particularly young women. 

4. Take no step towards marriage, 
without consulting your brethren. 

5. Believe evil ef no one ; unless you 
see it done, take heed how you credit it. 
Put the best construction on every thing 
You know, the judge ts always supposed to 
be on the prisoner's side. . 

6. Speak evil of mo one; else you? 
words especially, would eat as doth a 
canker: keep your thoughts within your 
breast, till you come to the person con 
cerned. 

t. Tell every one what you think 
wrong in him, and that plainly, a8 soon as 
may be, else it will fester in your heart. 

8, Do not affect the gentleman. You 
have no more to. do with this charac- 
ter, than with that of a dancing-master.— 
A preacher of the gospel should be the 
servant of all. ; 

9. Be ashamed of nothing but sin: not 
of fetching wood or drawing water, if time 
permit: nor of cleaning your own shoes, 
or those of your neighbour. 

10. Be punctual: do every thing ez- 
actly at the time: and keep our rules, not 
for wrath, but for conscience sake. 

11. You have nothing to do but to save 
souls: therefore spend, and be spent in 
this work: and go always, not only to 
those who want you, but to those who 
want you most. 

i2. It is not your business to preach 
so many times, merely, or to take care of 
this or that society; but to save as many 
souls as youcan: to bring as many sinners 
as you possibly can to repentance, and with 
all your power to build them up in that 
holiness, without which they cannot see 
the Lord.” . 

These rules, next to the Scriptures, 
will prove a lamp to your feet, and alight 
to your path: and will at once recom- 
mend themselves to your judgment, your 
conscience, and your heart. 

Frofy what are called the ‘ smaller ad- 
vices, relative to preaching,”’ I shall make 
ashort extract, though several of the sub- 
jects here shall be treated more at large, 
in the course of this letter. 

1. Be sure never to disappoint a con 
gregation, unless in case of life or death. 

2. Begin and end precisely at the time 
appointed. 

3. Let your deportment before the 
congregation be serious, weighty and sol- 
emn. 

4. Always suit your subject to your 
audience. 

5. Choose the plainest texts you can. 

6. Take care notto ramble, but keep 
to your text, and make out what you take 
in hand. 

7. Be sparing in allegorizing, or spirit- 


8 Take care of any thing awkward or 
affected, either in your gesture, phrase, 
or pronunciation. 

9, Sing no hymns of your own compo- 
sing. 
10. Beware of clownishness. Be cour- 
teous to all. 

11. Be merciful to your beast ; not on- 
ly ride moderately, but see that your 
horse be rubbed, fed and bedded. 

12, Every where recommend cleanii- 
ness. Cleanliness is next to godliness. 

From these excellent documents, I for- 
bear to make any. farther quotations, and 


he be convinced of his want of it; there- 
fore, preach the law and its terrors, to 
make way for the gospel of Christ crucifi- 
ed. But take heed, lest while you an- 
nounce the terrors of the Lord, in order 
to awaken sinners and prepare them for 
Christ, that you do not give way to your 
own spirit, especially if you meet with op- 
position. Remember that admirable ad. 
vice, given by the greatest preacher God 
ever made, to a young man just setting 
out inthe work: The servant of God must 
not strive, but be gentle towards all; apt 
to teach; patient: in meekness instructing 
those who oppose themselves. 2 Tim. ui. 
24, 25. From an indescribable law in 
the economy of the intellectual world, the 
spirit that acts upon another, begets in it 
its own likeness.—You will get a profu- 
sion of light on this subject, it you take 
care to carry the Spirit and unction of 
Christ with you, into all your public min- 
istrations ; and preserve them tn all vour 
private communications with the people. 
| have known ministers, and of no mean 
note either, who seldom have a soul com- 
forted under their ministry, merely be- 
cause of their harsh, austere mauner of 
preaching the gospel. Others, far their 
interiors in ministerial qualifications, get 
souls for their hire wherever they come, 
principally (under God,) throngh their at- 
tectionate manner of recommending the 
gospel of the grace of Christ. Of the for- 
mer it has been justly said, They make 
even the promises of God too hot to be held. 
3. Beware of discouraging the people ; 
therefore, avoid continually finding fault 
with them. This does great hurt. There 
are some, whose sermons impress noth. 
ing but terror: and though they point out 
the heights and depths of holiness; yet 
they leave the hearers no courage to fol- 
low on to know the Lord. There are 
others who become Censors general, of the 
different societies to whom they preach. 
This (imperceptibly to themselves, ) spoils 
their own tempers, begets a spirit of un- 
charitableness, and greatly injures their 
usefulness. If you find asociety fallen, 
or falling, examine as closely as you can 
to tind out all the good that is among them ; 
and, copying Christ’s conduct towards the 
seven Asiatick churches, preface all that 
you have to say on the head of their back. 
shding, with the good that remains in 
them ; and make that good, which they 
still possess, the reason why they should 
shake themselves from the dust, take 
courage, and earnestly strive for more. 
If you ground your exhortations to increas- 
ing diligence and zeal, on what they have 
lost, instead of what they yet possess, and 
may speedily gain, you miss your way, 
and lose your labour. I tried the former 
way, and did no good: | abandoned it, 
and adopted the latter, and God blessed 
it. Mr. Wesley used to give the signifi- 
cant appellation of Croakers, to those who 
were always telling the people, “ Ye are 
fallen, ye are fallen!” and he observed 
that such injured the work of God 
wherever they came. I have in general 
found, thatthose who are most frequent 
in the above cry, are such as have soffer- 
ed aloss in their own souls ; and taking a 
prospect of what is without, from a retro- 
spect of what is within, they imagine that 
all they see, are in the same apostate con- 
dition with themselves. 
4. Man is naturally prone to act in ex. 
tremes: therefore, take good heed that 
while you avoid the above evil, you fall 
not into the other, of slightly passing by 
the transgressions of the wicked, or the 
vackslidings of the people of God. Cases 
may occur, that will require public and 
cutting reproof: but, as | hinted before, 
copy the example of our blessed Lord to 
the seven Asiatic churches. There you 
have an infallible directory. May God 


come immediately to the general object 


On this head I will venture to give you 
another piece of advice, to which you will 
seriously attend, if you regard your own 
peace, and the good of the people. 

Avoid the error of those who are con- 
tinually finding fault with their congrega- 
tions, Lecause more do not attend. [hus 
is both impradent, and unjust.—Jmpru- 
dent, for as people do not like to be for- 
ced in what should be a _free-will offering, 
so they are infallibly disgusted with all 
those who attempt it: unjust, it being 
contrary both to reason and equity, to 
scold those who come, because others do 
notattend. I have known this conduct 
scatter a whole congregation, but I never 
knew it gather one. !ndeed, it savours 
too much of pride and self-love. It seems

MISSIONARY INTELLIGUNCE. 
AMERICAN BAPTIST MISSION. 


Extract of a letter from the Rev. George D. 
Boardman, to one of the Editors. 


Caxcurra, Feb. 16, 1826. 
Rev. and dear Sir, 
Four weeks ago we were gladdened, 
for afew moments, by the news of peace 


the firing of guns and the beating o: drums 
in this place. We were soon saddened 
by hearing that Rangoon, and Ava, and 


creatures who had put themselves under 
the protection of the British, would fall a 
prey to the more stubborn Burmans, as 
soon as their protectors should leave the 
country. Still as the articles of the trea- 
ty sent by Sir Archibald, to his Burman 
Majesty, stipulated that the prisoners at 
Ava should be delivered forthwith, we 
expected to hear from our dear friends, 
Judson and Price, um a few days; and ere 
long to see them in Bengal. But there 
was not time for a message (o be sent 
from Ava to Calcutta, beture our ears 
were again saluted with the din of war. 
The Burmans did nothing towards per- 
forming their part of the treaty, and in fit 

teen days after the articles of the treaty 
were prepared by Sir Archibald, he found 
it necessary to recommence hostilities, 
which he did on the 19th ultimo. He at- 
tacked Melloon and captured it, with con- 
siderable booty ; and among other things, 
the very articles of the treaty which he 
had prepared for his Burman Majesty to 
ratify. ‘! le Woongyees (chief aunisters 
of State,) had concealed them in an old 
chest, and his Barman Majesty was not 
probably aware that any proposals for 
peace had been made. Indeed, some sup- 
pose he may not have been apprised of 
the fall of Rangoon and Prome. It is ve- 
ry dangerous to announce any bad news to 
the golden ears, so that his Majesty should 
be led to suspect that he is not omnipo- 
tent. It is reported that Mr. Lausago, 
who has been in high repute among the 
Burmans, was prevailed on not long 
since to propose to His Majesty to make 
peace with the English, and that his pro- 
posal implied such a suspicion of the 
weakness of the Burmese cause, that it 
cost him his life. Sir Archibald, when 
we last heard from him, was on his way 
from Melloon to Ava, where he expected 
to arrive about this time, to propose terms 
to bis Majesty in person, at his capital 

What the event will be, we cannot fore- 
tel. We feel exceedingly anxious about 
our friends at Ava. Not one word from 
them yet, though it is said some of the 
prisoners at Ava have written to Sir Ar. 

chibald, advising him to make peace on 
apy terms. If they have written so, they 
were probably compelled to do it by the 
Burmans. 

Since | wrote last, the friends here 
have been called to weep over the grave 
of another Missionary. The Rev. J. B. 
Warden, of the Independent Mission So- 
ciety, died of the dysentery one month 
since. His race was short, but his death 
was triumphant. He left a disconsolate 
widow and child. But our cup 1s not un- 
mingled We have much to say of di- 
vine mercy The Lord is reviving his 
work in several places. At several sta 
tions in Ceylon, there is a very consider 
able excitement. Mr. Winslow, of Odoo- 
ville, isnow here. Not long since he 
received letters from his collegues in 
Jaffna, that in one of their schools there 
was not a single boy but was anxious for 
his soul, or had found mercy ; and in the 


stations were blest, particularly among 
the Church people, and that Christians 
in general appear to be very much en. 
gaged in religion. 

The Rev. Mr. Trawin’s native congre- 
gation at Kidderpore, five miles below 
Calcutta, is very solemn, and many heath- 
en are seeking Christ. At one of the 
Church stations, near Madras, and at 
another up the country, the Spirit of the 
Lord is poured out, and many are inter- 
ested for the salvation of their souls. 

Mr. Yates, who now officiates as Pas 
tor in the place of our lamented Mr. Law- 
son, told me this week, that six persons 
stood as condidates for baptism in Circular 
lioad. I know four of them.—'i'hey are 
young men of great promise. Three of 
them are sons of Missionaries. Seven 
were baptized at Serampore last ordi- 
nance day. 

We have heard from the faithful 
Moung Shwa-ba, that he adorus his pro 
fession at Rangoon, and has laid up in the 
course ofa year 150 rupees, as the avails 
of making shoes. 

We have lately removed from Chit 
pore into Calcutta; the reasons for our 
removal we intend to state in a joint let- 
ter to Dr. Bolles, nextweek. The letter 
will probably be sent by the Asia, of Phil- 
adel phia. 

We have reason for much gratitude to 

God for the good state of health we enjoy. 

The weather hitherto has been remarka. 

bly fine, but the hot season is creeping on 

apace. That will probably try our 

strength. 

We hope you are enjoying the smiles 

of the Redeemer in your family, and in 

your Church and peopie, and especialiy | 


that we are not forgotten in your pray- 
ers.

Our 
reasons for doing so, were, in the first 
place, to obviate the difficulty of procur- 
ing our outfit at so great a distance from 
Calcutta, if Providence should open the 
way for our speedy return to Rangoon ; 
but if otherwise, the Bungalow was so 
much out of repair, that we thought w:'! 
our friends in Circular Road, it would b 
impradently exposing our health to co: 
tinue in it during another hot or rainy 
season. These considerations, connec: 
ed with the expense, and frequently the 
impossibility of obtaining a conveyance to 
the chapel on the Sabbath, or to Calcutta 
on any business, were reasons which we 
thought would, in the minds of the Com 
mittee, justify us in removing into the 
city. The rent of the honse which we 
how occupy, is fifty rupees per month 
We began to occupy it on the 16th ult. 

Since our removal, we have been bus. 
ly employed in furnishing ourselves « 
articles necessary for us to carry to KR; 
goon, or any other place where Divi: 
Providence may cast our lot. Also 
business relative to the Dictionary, and 
studying the Burman language. 

The Dictionary we are happy to say. 
is now outof press, and two hundred co 
piesare put up in boards. We have jus: 
sent to Government, the 100 copies sub- 
scribed for by them, but have not yet re- 
ceived any return. We have some pros- 
pect of selling 100 more, for 1000 rupees, 
on condition that we shall sell no more in 
Calcutta. 

In order to save the Board expense, 
and ourselves much time and trouble in 
hiring carpenters for every little repair or 
piece of work, which will need to be

EXRTACT OF A LETTER FROM 


TO THE CORRESPONDING SEC- 
RETARY. 
Caxcutta, Feb. 17, 1826. 

Rev. and very dear Sir, 
We feel great pleasnre in complying 
with your instructions, by uniting ina 
joint letter. At present, however, only 
two of vour Missionaries can unite in such 
a communication, brother Hough being in 
Rangoon. 

We have heard from him by three dif- 
fereut letters since his arrival there. 
Jan. 9th he wrote, “It is expected 
peace will be concluded on the 15th inst. 
The English do not retain Rangoon, but 
they retain Arracan, Mergui, and Ta- 
voy.” 
In another letter, dated Jan. 17, he re 
marks, ** We are all anxiously waiting for 
the events of to-morrow, as that is the day 
appointed for the solemn ratification of 
the treaty of peace at Head Quarters.— 
The inhabitants of Rangoon are exceed- 
ingly distressed, in, view of the prospect 
of being restored to his Burman Majesty. 
For a year past, the have tasted the bles- 
sings of liberty, and have conducted their 
business without being oppressed or mo 
lested. Many of the inhabitants have al- 
ready begun to prepare for flight. Ta- 
voy and Mergui wiil probably be a refuge 
for wanv ; they all perfectly understand 
the danger of attempting to escape after 
the English government shall cease.’’ 
He thinks the prospects for a Missionary 
will be very bad in Rangoon, if the place 
is given up as expected, but that Tavoy 
will hold out much encouragement ‘1 
am doing nothing (he says), at repairs or 
improvements, on the premises, feeling 
that I am a stranger and pilgrim:’’ and he 
advises us by no means to think of coming 
to Rangoon at present. 
Jan. 26, he writes that ‘* war is renew- 
ed; a great battle was fought on the 19th, 
and the Burmese driven from a strong 
position at Maloon, with great loss. It is 
quite uncertain what the future govern- 
ment in Rangoon will be ; if the Peguers 
have it, they will be as bad as the Bur- 
mese.”” 
This is the amount of information which 
we have received respecting the present 
state of things, and our future prospects 
as Missionaries in Rangoon. 
We feel great need of advice from the 
Committee, but it is highly probable, the 
scene will be changed before we can hear 
from you. Our eyes are unto Him in 
whose bands are all hearts, and who di. 
rects all events, particularly those which 
are connected with the advancement of 
the Redeemer’s kingdom, and the falfil 
ment of the prophecies respecting the 
conversion of the heathen.

by Mr. ———of Philadelphia, who is 
about to leave this port for America in 
the ship Asia. I have the pleasure also 
of informing the committee, that I have 
just received the sum of two thousand ru- 
pees from government, being the full 
amount of the bill for the one hundred co 

pies subscribed for by its order. In sub 

scribing this sum, it must be remarked 
that according to my particular request, 
the government took into consideration 
the importance of my having the assist- 
ance of acompetent Burman teacher, in 
order to do justice to the work, andthe 
expense of obtaining sucha one in Cal- 
cutta, ata time whenon account of the 
war few Burmaos were in the place, and 
in order (to defray this expense, exceeded 
in their subscription the mere cost of 
printing. This was particularly stated in 

the correspondence with government. I 

afterward found this allowance as I had 

expected, a very necessary one ; for in 

order to obtain a competent teacher, I 

was obliged for several months to pay 20 

rupees, then 14, and at length I succeeded 

in reducing itto 10, making in the whole 

a bill of more than 200 rupees,

Mr. Boardman, in which he states that 
letters were received from Rangoon, that 
Dr. Price had been deputed by the Bur- 
mans to sue for peace ; that he had giv- 
en information of the others belonging to 
the mission being alive and well, bet not 
at perfect liberty. At Madras, later ac- 
couuts were received confirming the news, 
and that a treaty of peace was ratified at 
the British camp a little below Ava. The 
terms were the same, or nearly so, as the 
former unratified treaty, giving up some 
territory and paying one hundred lacks of 
rupees. One article in the treaty 1s said 
to be that no foreigner shall be allowed to 
- remain in the Burman empire without 
consent of the company. Probably these 
accounts may be new in America, and I 
hasten to give you the pleasing informa- 


tion.

AFRICAN MISSION. 
Extract of a letter from Rev. Calvin Hol- 
ton to one of the Editors. 
Monrovia, (Cape Mesurado,) 
Sir, April 24, 1826. 

By the good Providence of God, while 
many have been taken, I have been left. 
Of the colonists that came out in the Vine, 
eleven or twelve are removed to the 
land of silence, among whom were Mr. 
Vorce, the printer, the two deacons of 
the Union Church formed in Park-street, 
as well as several other aged and youth- 
ful members. The death of most was, 
however, owing ‘to old age, oF impru- 
dence, or want of euitable stores. The 
fever brought me very low: so that my 
life was despaired of by some. For a 
week ortwo I was weak as an infant. 
But prayer was made for me by the Bap- 
tist Church here almost without cessation, 
and a number have since stated to me that 
at particular seasons, they were enabled 
to plead with the Lord of Hoste for my 
recovery, soas to rest entirely assured 
of an answer to their petition. From 
the firat of my sickness I felt a very good 
degree of confidence that God would pre- 
serve my life in answer to the prayers of 
these dear brethren. Dr. Carey at 
whose house I have resided ever since I 
came to the Colony, attended me with the 
affection and constancy of abrother. I 
have not yet recovered more than half 
my usual strength, but have preached 
twice since my sickness: the last time 
however, brought onaslight fever. All 
the sick, as well as myself, who are re- 
covering or recovered, have experienced 
much delay in their recovery, from the 
want of suitable provisions. Here there 
is no medium between salted and fresh 
provisions. To eat the former, even for 
one day, predisposes one to have the fe- 
ver, or brings on cramp in the stomach, 
and if persisted in, is almost certain death. 

We have some things of interest to 
communicate to our friends in America ; 
not indeed any revival of religion, but 
the recapture of more that 150 slaves, 
the burning and blowing up, with 250 bar- 
rels of powder, of Trade Town, one of 
the principa! slave factories on this coast, 
together with the — of three Span- 
ish Slavers by two Colombian privateers 
which are now lying with their prizes in 
our harbour, the impossibility of any 
slave traders landing their goods for the 
purchase of slaves from Gallinas to below 
Trade Town, may be considered as giv- 
ing a deadly blow to the horrible traffick 
in this vicinity. 

Much, under present circumstances, 
can never be done in the Missionary 
cause, in my opinion, till a school house 
be built of proper size, and with desks 
for writing, &c. and the children be 
where their deportment can be looked 
after, in some such way as the Cherokee 
youth are at the Valley Towas, little need 
be expected. A vigorous Missionary es- 
tablishment here will be attended, at first, 
with considerable expense. I know not 
what can be done without a dwelling- 
house for one Missionary or more resi 
ding inthis Colony. Emigrants come out 
so frequently as to occupy every space 
which can be occupied as shelter. Mr. 
Ashmun, governing Agent of the Coloni- 
zation Society, has thus far endeavoured 
in vain to procure for me a room, conve- 
nient either to me or to the person with 
whom | might be located. 

As was expected before I left Boston, 
I have engaged to take charge of the 
schools in the colony, and to instruct a 
class of the most advanced. Butno place 
can, at present, be found, for the two 
schools, which are most pressingly want- 
ed. ‘Till a house be obtained for this 
purpose I expect support from the Colo- 
nization Society, and yet can render them 
little or no service. I shall probably be 
employed a part of the time in the native 
Missionary School. Brother John N. 
Lewis, a Missionary, sent out by the 
Richmond African Missionary Society, out 
who from want of adequate support, had 
been obliged to tarn his attention to other 
business, and alad of 14 years, are the 
present teachers. 

Were it not for the ensuing rainy sea- 
son, | should, for the t, visit Sierra 
Leone, Grand Cape Mount, Grand Bassa, 
Sisters, the interior, &c. but the season 
will render it impossible.

Copy of a letter from the 1st Baptist Church 
in West-Spring field, Mass. to the West- 
field Baptist Association. 

Dear Brethren, 

In this, our anoual epistle, we have 
thought it proper to give you some ac- 
count of our origin, progress and present 
condition of our Church. 

This Church was organized in Aga- 
wam parish, West-Springfield, with 25 
members, on the 26th of January, 1790. 
Nearly, if not all, who then covenanted 
together, were dismisssed from the Bap. 
tist Church in Westfield. On the 29th 
of Sept. of the same year, Rev. Jesse 
Wightman was ordained to the pastoral of- 
fice, over this little flock. 

For three years there was no alteration 
in the number of members ; and from our 
records it appears, that but ten had been 
added by baptism at the close of the year 
1804, including a term of 14 years. 

In 1805 the Church was favoured with 
a season of refreshing from the presence 
of the Lord, and fourteen were added by 
baptism. 

uring the nine following years only 
twenty were added by baptism, and two 
by letters from other Churches. 

The Church had hitherto been harmo.

the time during Elder Wightman’s illness, 
and the Church afterwards attempted to 
obtain him as their pastor, but did not 
succeed, Mr. Ball having removed to 
Middletown. 


New-York, visited the Church, and 
preached a number of Lord’e days. The 
Church would gladly have retained him, 
but could not raise a sum sufficient for his 
support. 
May 13th, 1819, Rev. John Grant, 
from Chester, Mass. having been invited 
by the Church, removed to this place, and 
continued to preach among us the greater 
part of the time for two years, when he 
returned to Chester. 
After Mr. Grant’s removal, the Church 
endeavoured to settle the Rev Benjamin 
M, Hill, but at the urgent request of the 
Church in New-Haven, Con. they releas- 
ed him. 
Subsequently Rev. David Wright, now 
of Westfield, supplied the Church half 
the time, till 1823. During this period, 
that is, since the revival in 1815 to 1823, 
twenty-nine were added by baptism. 
Twelve of these were received in 1821, 
when there was considerable excitement. 
In January, 1823, we obtained the Rev. 
Thomas Barrett to labour with us in the 
ministry. On the 8tb of March he united 
with the Church, being recemmended by 
letter from the Baptist Church in Sharon, 
Mass. At the same time Mr. B. accept- 
ed the unanimous invitation of the Church 
to become their pastor. 
Four were added by baptism in 1823S ; 
in 1824, none. 
Since the last meeting of the Associa- 
tion, the Great Head of the Church has 
condescended to manifest his glory, and 
display his grace marvellously among us. 
Previous to the public manifestation of 
the work, two young people belonging to 
this parish, had been made subjects of 
converting grace, while residing a few 
weeks in Suffield, where God was work- 
ing by his Spirit. Some few of our 
brethren had also visited Suffield, and in 
a degree caught the sacred flame. On 
the evening of the fourth Lord’s day in 
Sept. 1825, Christians were seriously ex- 
horted to awake out of sleep, and cry 
mightily to God for the outpouring of the 
Holy Spirit; and all the professors pres- 
ent solemaoly engaged to comply. At the 
close of the meeting, it was ascertained 
that a young woman, who had come a dis. 
tance of nearly a hundred miles, and had 
not been in the place but two or three 
days, was deeply impressed. Two oth- 
ers, the next Wednesday evening, re- 
quested prayers. Our spirits were revi- 
ved; we thought we saw a cloud like a 
man’s hand, and began to expect, if not 
an abundance of rain, yet at least a refresh- 
ing shower. Cases of awakening were 
now increased, though not very rapidly. 
On the third Lord’s day in October one 
was baptized. 
The Holy Spirit continued to move on 
the hearts of the people till the close of 
the year ; when upon retrospection, it ap- 
peared that 17 had been buried with 
Christ in baptism 
With the beginning of a new year, 
Christians seemed to have received a new 
impulse. Those of our brethren who 
before were very little affected, now be- 
gan to pray with fervor. The second 
week in January, was indeed a pentecost 
season ; and on the following Sabbath 11 
were baptized, For five Lord’s days ir 
succession, we had the joyful privilege of 
repairing to the water; and Connecticut 
River became to us, what Jordan and 
Enon were to John the Baptist, and the 
seals of his ministry. The administra- 
tion of the ordinance has been peculiarly 
blessed of God, as a means of promoting 
the work; as a number were awakened 
at the water side who had scarcely ever 
attended on other means of grace. The 
work has been general through the Par- 
ish, and as many as fifty or more, have 
united with the Co:gregational Church. 
In the adjoining Parish of Feeding-Hills, 
also God has richly displayed his grace. 
Fourteen have been baptized in that Par- 
ish, ten of whom have united with this 
Church. The whole number added to 
this Church since the revival began, is 
72. ‘Two backsliders have been restor. 


The whole number of baptisms recorded 
on the Clerk’s book from the constitution 
of the Church, till Oct. 1825, is one hun- 
dred and six, which added to the above 
seventy-two, will make a total of one 
hundred and seventy-eight.

In my examination of the Scripture tes- 
timony respecting the connection of re- 
pentance, and faith, and immersion, as pre- | 
sented in the preaching of the primitive | 
disciples, | had proceeded in my last com- | 
munication, as far as the 16th chapter of 
the Acts of the Apostles. 
I shall now pursue the subject ; and 
the next instance in course is that record- 
ed in the 18th chapter of Acts, 8th verse 
Paul had preached the Gospel in Corinth, 
a chiet city in Greece ; and some oppos 
ed the truth ; but ** Crispus the chief ru- 
ler of the Synagogue believed on the Lord 
with all bis house, and many of the Co | 
rinthians hearing believed and were im- | 
mersed.’” In the 19th chapter of Acts we | 
have an account of Paul’s conferring the | 
gift of the Holy Ghost on the twelve: 
brethren at Ephesus, after he had duly 
instructed them, they having been previ- 
ously acquainted only with the ministry of 
John the Baptist, who had immersed 
them on a profession of their faith. One 
instance I have omitted which is recorded 
by the Apostle John, 4th chapter and Ist 
verse of his Gospel.—‘‘ When therefore 
the Lord knew how the Pharisees had 
heard that Jesus made and immersed more 
disciples than John, though Jesus immer- 
sed not but his disciples,’’ &c. Here we 
learn that it was understood to be the du- 
ty of both the disciples of John, and Je- 
sus alike, tobe immersed. As an impor- 
tant and interesting specimen of His 
preaching, who came ‘ in the beginning 
of the Gospel of Jesus Christ’ to make 
ready a people prepared for the Lord, | 
will here insert the 36th verse of the 3rd 


the Son hath everlasting life ; and he that 
believeth not the Son shall not see life, 
but the wraith of God abideth on him.” 
The next specimen of primitive preach- 
ing which | shall quote is found in Ro- 
mans, 6th chapter, from the 3d to the 12th 
verse inclusive. 

** Know ye not, that so many of us as 
were baptized into Jesus Christ were bap- 
tized into his death ? Therefore we are 
buried with him by baptism into death ; 
that like as Christ was raised up from the 
dead by the glory of the Father, even so 
we also should walk in newness of life. 
For if we have béen planted together in 
the likeness of his death, we shall be also 
in the likeness of his resurrection : Know- 
ingthis, that our old man is crucified with 
him, that the body of sin might be de- 
stroyed, that henceforth we should not 
serve sin. For he that is dead is freed 
from sin. Now, if we be dead with Christ, 
we believe that we shall also live with 
him : Knowing that Christ, being raised 
from the dead, dieth no more; death 
hath no more dominion over him. For 
that he died, he died unto sin once: but

ness of life here, and to life eterna] here. 
afier. The believer understands this or. 
dinance as testifying that life and immor. 
tality are brought to light by the Gospel 
of Christ ; and that as Christ was raised 
from the tomb, so shall all who sleep in 
him, be raised to die no more, 

Has the believer been taught by the 
Holy Spirit that he needs to be cleansed 
from sin ? In this mystical washing, is re. 
presented that purification which the Ho. 
ly Spirit has commenced in his soul. 

In this divine ordinance is taught, man’s 
utter sinfulness, and moral pollution } 
nature, not partial, but entire. The pe. 
(cessity of the obedience, death, and res. 
urrection of Christ, in order to man’s gal. 
vation ; and the doctrine of the regyy. 
rection of the dead, and all the important 
practical duties of christianity are plainly 
aod forcibly inculcated by it. In short, 
/ this significant ordinance, humbling as it 
\is to the pride of the human heart, is 
|worthy to be placed in the front of the 
Christian profession, and is worthy its 
Divine iostitutor. it is an ordinance, 
which John the harbinger of Christ, and 
the greatest of prophets considered it an 
honour to preach, and to practise. It is an 
ordinance, instituted by the Lord from 
heaven, and to which he cheerfully sub- 
mitted as an example for all the subjects 
of his spiritual kingdom. It is an ordi- 
nance, contained in that great commission 
which the risen Saviour gave to his disci- 
ples, and to their successors in the minis- 
try to the end of the world. And on their 
jaitbiul fulfilment of this commission he 
has suspended his promise, * Lo | am 
with you alway.”’ And, although he has 
not suspended eternal life on immersion, 
or any other act of external observance, 
yet he has established it as an absolute 
test of Christian obedience. 

Hence we find, that all the primitive 
ministers of the Gospel practised it, and

All those who 
compose it are known for their moderation and 
their attachment to the representative system 
On the 13th inst. this decree was carried into 
execution, and the new Charter promulgated. 
From the 2d to the 7th there was some effer- 
vescence, but without any serious result.— 
The battalion No. 7, influenced by factious 
mayo would have opposed the Constitution, 

ut the battalion No. 8 promptly restcred or- 
der. When Sir Charles Stewart landed, an 
immense multitude flocked upon the banks 
of the Tagus, and suluted him with reiterated 
acclamations. Cries of “the Charter forev- 
er !” resounded in all directions. On the day 
of the publication of the Constitution the pub- 
lic, who had gone in crowds to the Opera, 
called for the Constitutional hymn, the words 
and the music of which were com d by 
the Emperor, Don Pedro; but the Officer of 
Police refusing, the spectators paraded the 
streets in throngs, singing it instead. The 
Commander of arms at Oporto issued a Procla 
mation to his troops, to annonnce the constitu- 
tion, and urge them to defend it with fidelity. 
The same sentiments prevail throughout all 
the provinces of the kingdom. A private let- 
ter from Lisbon states that the Austrian Am- 
bassador proposed to the Diplomatic Body to 
protest against the Portuguese Charter. The 
British Minister replied firmly that such a 
step Wasso unaccustomed in the public right 
of nations, and such an attack upon the au- 
thority of Kings, that he felt it his duty to re- 
pel the proposition. The French Ambassador 
and the other Foreign Minister then abstain- 
ed. The French Minster then urged Sir 
Charles Stuart very strongly to exert bis in- 
fluence to have the publication of the Charter 
postponed until he, the Ambassador, should 
receive instructions from France ; Sir Charles 
replied that he could not enter mto such com- 
binations. The most perfect tranquillity pre- 
vails at Lisbon.

We can only say tbat ours, and the 
general opinion of the political state of the 
country 1s bad: the pecuniary distress is 
great, the taxes have been considerably aug 

mented, and they talk of levying contribu 

tions; the troops are not paid ; and they have 
deducted one-third from the pay of their offi. 
cers. They have also committed a great 
breach of confidence in stopping the payment 
of the fourth documents, (vertificates receiv - 
able for duties) which event has created great 
discontent. Representations against this pro- 
ceeding have been transmitted {o Bogota, 
both from British as well as native merchants, 
though we expect no favourable results from 
those remonstrances. In fact, affairs at the 
capital appear in great disorder. There is no 
doubt that Spanish influence still exists. The 
friars have shewn a rebeilious spirit lately 
against foreigners—-they wish to make the 
people believe that the Eearthquakes are oc 
casioned by the number of heretics in the 
city. By the last post, we received intelli- 
gence of the murder of Mr. Fudger, the 
American Consul, and the British Consul had 
been stoned, or otherwise insulted while dri- 
ving out his wife in their carriage. Some 
few of the friars have been charged with bav- 
ing distributed poiguards among the populace 
for the purpose of destroying ail the foreiga- 
ers. 

This is indeed, a melancholy picture of the 
state of a young republic, ‘which has just 
burst asunder the charns of foreign despotism 
but we fear the picture isa true one.

| Theeditor of the Boston Courier notices 
the family mentioned in the above article in 
the following manner.

The slide 
which fell from the mountains on the 26th 
June lodged within a few rods of this 
house. The editor passed through the 
Notch on the 17th July, and spent a few 
hours at Mr. Willey’s house, where we 
dined in company with two or three friends, 
and received shelter from a heavy thun- 
der shower. We have seldom seen a 
more interesting family. There were 
several children the eldest of which was a 
boy eight or nine yearsold. All appear- 
ed remarkably intelligent, well-behaved, 
contented and happy. ‘The mother was 
their instructor, as mothers should always 
be. Toour inquiry whether she was not 
terrified when the slip came down, she 
replied Yes—and had caught two of her 
children in her arms to escape down the 
valley ; but she soon percieved by the di- 
rection it took, that it would not touch 
their house. She added that she did not 
feel that there was any more danger of 
their being burried aliveby these slides 
than there was of the strangers who pas- 
sed through the Notch suffering the same 
fate ; and expressed a perfect reliance on 
the protection of Providence, and an ac- 
quiescence in whatever they might be or- 
datned to bear. Virtuous and interesting 
woman ! If the fate we fear has overtak- 
en thee and thy innocent babes, we cannot

Your influence over our sex ts 
justly acknowledged.—Let the youug man 
who thinks it a small matter to indulge 
too freely in spirits, feel the potency of 
your frowns. Should he be so impru- 
dent as to offer to join in your inoffensive 
parties of pleasure, or your evening rec- 
creations, let him read in your counte- 
nance acold and unwelcome reception. 
Give him distinctly to understand, that 
however smart he may think himself 
around a Bacchannalian board, you think 
him aoworthy of admission into your as- 
sociations of amusement. Ah! unite not 
your destinies with his. He is of all men 
the least likely to reform. Though your 
arguments may win the gambler from bis 
shameful pursuit—though you may pre-

duct in your domestic pursuits may pro- 
voke the indolent and improvident hus- 
band to active industry and strict frugality, 
yet thelover of ardent spirits is incorri- 
gible.

Revival in Whitesborough, N. Y.—The 
Western Recorder contains an account of 
a revival of religion in Whitesborongh, 
N. Y. communicated by Rev. John 
Frost. Between 70 and 80 are mention- 
ed as the fruits of a previous revival en- 
joyed in the early part of 1825.—At the 
Commencement of the present year, in- 
dications of another shower of grace be- 
came visible. In March the work be- 
came powerful and extensive. Upwards 
of 500 are cherishing a hope of being 
reconciled to God, as the fruits of this 
blessed influence from on high.

ART OF SWIMMING. 


it is the unfortuuate propensity to look 
down, and in a manner to embrace the wa- 
ter, casting the arms about, that occasions 
the inexperienced to sink,—every strug- 
gle forcing the body deeper, and counter- 
acting its natural tendency, if it were but 
kept tranquil, and the lungs inflated, to 
rise to the surface.—Violent struggling 
and throwing the limbs about would, in 
the same manner, infallibly deprive the 
body of locomotion, or of retaining its 
erect posture on land. Every swimmer 
knows that by holding himself perfectly 
still and upright, as if standing, with his 
head somewhat thrown back so as to rest 
on the surface, his face will remain en- 
tirely above the water, enabling him to 
enjoy the freedom of breathing. The 
only difficulty is to preserve the due bal- 
ance of the body, and this is secured by 
extending the arms laterally under the 
surface of the water, with the legs sepa- 
rated, the one to the front, and the other 
behind, thus preventing resistance to any 
tendency of the body to incline to either 
side,, forward, or backward. This pos- 
ture may be preserved in perfect equili- 
brium for any length of time. In gene- 
ral, when the human body is immersed, 
one-eleventh of its weight will remain 
above the surfacein fresh water, and one 
tenth in salt water. 

The great desideratum, therefore, for 
safety to the inexperienced, is a firm and 
sufficient conviction of the fact, that the 
body naturally floats. This conviction be- 


how many fathers in this christian coun- 


insure that that proportion of the body 
which will naturally remain above the 
surface, shall comprehend the respiratory 
urgans. 

It is natural to suppose, that the less 
we alter our method of advancing in the 
water from what is habitual to us on shore, 
we shall find a continued exercise of it 
the more easy. According to this princi- 
ple, the usual position of the swimmer, 
stretched flat on his face, and the head 
held as much back on the shoulders as 
possible, is liable to objection. Savages 
are observed to urge their forward pro- 
gress in an attitude nearly as upright as 
when they jwalk or run on land. Hence 
their motions are easy, the head is in per- 
fect liberty to be used when wanted. 

In stating the natural tendency of the 
human body to float, it must of course be 
understood with the qualification of its 
being gently. immersed ; for the impetus 
given by the fall of the body into water 
must occasion its sinkingto a depth pro- 
portioned to the force of that impetus. 
Its natural buoyancy, however, soon im- 
pels itto the surface, where after a few 
oscillations up and down, it will in time 
settle with the head free. In the alarm 
of falling into water, ignorant or timid 
people as soonas they again rise to the 
surface, stretch the arms to grasp at what- 
ever may present itself, and in so doing ef- 
fectually keep the head under ; as the 
arms aud head, together exceeding in 
weight one tenth of the whole body, can- 
not both remain above the surface at the 
same time. 

The principal reasons for reccommend- 
ingthe upright position in swimming in 
preference to the horizontal, as common- 
ly practiced, are—its conformity to the ac- 
customed movement of the limbs; the 
freedom it gives to the hands and arms, by 
whichany impediment may be removed, 
or any offered aid readily laid hold of ; 
vision all around ; and a much greater fa- 
cility of breathing ; and lastly, that much 
less of the body is exposed to the risk of 
being caught hold of by persons struggling 
in the water, a circumstance so often fa 
tal to those who adventure to the assist- 
ance of others. A person swimming in 
an upright posture advances more slowly, 
but he can continue his course much lon- 
ger. 

Swimming on the back although at 
first somewhat difficult, soon becomes ea- 
sy, and is inevery respect a most impor- 
tant attainment ; being attended with lit- 
tle fatigue, and in practice so safe, that it 
ought ever to be resorted to upon the 
occurrence of any difficulty. A swim- 
mer seized with the cramp should imme- 
diately turn on his back ; and by continu- 
ing for a little jerk out the affected limb 
in the air, taking care however not to el- 
evate so high as to disturb the equilbri- 
um of the body stretched flat on the sur- 
face, be will soon find its natural powers 
restored.—To advance in this position, 
hc must push with the flat of the feet, 
without regarding an occasional dip of the 
head under water. He must not attempt 
to prevent this by dropping down a leg, 
as a person is instinctively disposed to do; 
which so far from producing the desired 
effect will infallibly occasion the body to 
sink. The limbs must on the contrary be 
kept stretched to their full extent, and 
then there is no danger to be apprehend- 
cd.—Quarterly Review.
